of three dollars. At the same time 
It was decided to drop all plans for 
the organisation of a George Washing- 
,ton Union, similar (9 tb,e Unions of 
other universities, which had been 
projected at a meeting of the. Asso- 
ciation last May. The reason given 
for dissolving the Union was lack of 
support. 

The action taken by the Association 
on the student activity fee plan was 
the result of a letter addressed to 
the Association by McClain B. Smith 
of the Junior Engineering Class. In 
his letter Mr. Smith proposed that 
Faculty and Board of Ijruste'es be 
asked to institute a compulsory fee 
of three dollars to be paid by every

might result from' their mismanage- 
ment. The logical proceeding would 
be to have the business manager of 
each of these organisations file a suit- 
able bond with University Treasurer 
and have all accounts subjected to a 
regular review by the Treasurer and 
open to his Inspection at any time he 
may see lit. This would completely 
safeguard the finances of the Univer- 
sity. 

It has been argued that such a fee 
would be too great a drain In propor- 
tion upon a student who was regis- 
tered for a small amount of work as 
are some In the evening classes. Por 
this reason there was Introduced the 
clause eliminating from the provisions 
of the proposition all students taking 
leas than three hours per week. Por 
atudonts taking three or more credit 
honra per week this fee would be leas 
than ten per cent of their total tuition 
and would not affect them appreciably. 

Nor oould It be argued that the im- 
posttloo of such a fee would keep stu- 
dents away from George Washington. 
The man or woman who will let three 
dollars stand between him or her and 
a college education would hardly make 
a dcoirsbie student. Such schemes are 
In effect at preeent In many Unlversl- 
tiee, among them Catholic University 
and Georgetown University In the 
DIstriet of Columbia. At Catholic IJn- 
Iverslty a ten-dollar fee for athletics 
Is levied against each student and at 
Georgetown there Is a five^ollar tax 
for the same purpose. This plan has 
worked admirably In the Institutions 
where It has been adopted and will 
doubtless result likewise here.
